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PARIS FALL ‘73 READY-TO-WEAR SALUTES THE “LADY” AS WELL AS THE “YOUNG SET” 


FI trims away the superfluous “‘fat”’ of HOW, 
to give readers the knit-ty gritty of WHAT 
this April-in-Paris had to say. 


The huge, fragmented Pret-a-Porter mar- 
ket... hailed the strong influence of THE 
LADY ... disciplined, caring, wearing careful- 
ly coordinated costumes... including hat, 
bag, gloves! 


Shé (‘co-exists with THE (YOUNG 
SET... merry, frolicsome, clothes piled on 
helter skelter in a mad melange of uncoordi- 
nated colors (chiefly earthy), textures and 
patterns. 


Their common denominator: 
SWEATER-MANIA 

Long sweaters . .. worn over pants, skirts and 
dresses, under suit jackets and coats, and over 
a second sweater. Lots of sweater jackets. 





From paper-thin to clumsy-bulky, sometimes 
in tandem: typically, a thick-knit, usually pat- 
terned long cardigan over a thin pattern-co- 
ordinated sleeveless pullover that shows a 
print shirt at its V or crew neck. 


Pullovers are more imaginative than ever: jac- 
quard designs of infinite variety . . . newest, 
the slim pull that ends down below the der- 
riere, like the cardigans. 


PARIS DROPS THE HEMLINE 

In the face of stable hemlines here, Paris 
occasionally lowers them for Fall: from 
below-knee to mid-calf, a few even bottom of 
the calf. It could be an influence. 


3 SILHOUETTES REGISTER 
The Tube... supple, unconstructed, follow- 
ing the lines of the body, shoulders slightly 


padded. 
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The Tent...unconstructed, swirling and 
whirling out from narrow shoulders in coats 
and in dresses for the Young Junior. Special 
addenda here: the % suit jacket (over slim 


‘skirt) with fly-away back, the topper with 


fly-away back, hooded and warmly lined... 
and the BIG SKIRT, not only long but also 
full, often propped over petticoats again; this 
for the young, where the overwhelming influ- 
ence is Ethnic: styles allegedly Mexican, 
Gypsy, Russian, Peruvian, worn with those 
thick sweater jackets and pullovers in uncoor- 
dinated patterns. 


The Blouson . . . the bloused silhouette, new- 
est when long, with banding under the der- 
riere .. . ultra comfortable and easy, the full- 
ness unrestrained for the young and skinny, 
but carefully proportioned for the lady of fa- 
shion, whose fashion idol was Balenci- 
aga...hence this revival of the Balenciaga 
blouson. 





3 COAT SHAPES 

The important slim tubes .. . the tents .. . the 
full coats with deep armholes and raglan 
sleeves, but pulled in at the waistline with 
belts, often of leather. 


3 SUIT SHAPES 
Incoming is the melon shaped below waist jac- 
ket with fly-away back, worn over slim skirt; 
or the Balenciaga blouson jacket over slim or 
slightly flared skirt. For the junior, peplum 
jacket with smocked waistline, over full, 
shirred-top skirt. Subdivision here: coordina- 
ted separates of %4 jacket, often wrapped and 
belted, worn over a straight skirt or straight 
legged pants. But newest pants are round with 
only inseams.

The shoe and small leather goods industries 
are experimenting with a baker’s dozen of 
new manmade synthetics for 1973-74. Some 
simulate animal textures and other grains and 
smooths. But THREE NEW BIG ONES, just 
introduced, hope to capture the market by 
virtually duplicating the fibrous structure of 
leather, as well as its styling versatility and 
foot comfort, but offering superior durability 
and strength: 


“TAJMIR”—(Alrac Corp., Stamford, Conn.) 
Technically called “Nylon-4,” and possibly 
the world’s first “‘universal fiber,” absorbs 
water—can also be processed into textile 
fibers for next-to-the-skin garments, has stat- 
ic-free characteristics and abrasion resistance. 
Remember its name! 


‘““TANERA’’—(Scott/Chatham Co., Phila- 
delphia) “Has a dense, intensely entangled 
fibrous structure.”’ The uppers “break in” to 
conform to the wearer’s foot, because they 
have no rigid plastic characteristics. 


“SUTTABREED”—(Wamsutta/Pacific Indus- 
trial Fabrics, div. of M. Lowenstein & Sons) A 
urethane upper material, price 28 to 53 cents 
per square foot and available in 18 colors and 
8 different grain effects. Only in women’s 
weights; so far.

Andre goes “soft”? in his first men’s wear 
collection, for Fall ‘73, just as he now does in 
his women’s evening clothes. Sensuous-to- 
the-touch acrylic knits and polished fabrics 
are used for men’s sportsuits with waist length 
jackets—“‘because that is today’s lifestyle’’— 
and for neat jacket-shirts that bear his new 
“monogram for men,” i.e., a lower case ‘‘a”’ 
above a lower case “‘c.”’

3 DRESS SHAPES 

The shirtwaist (always worn with some sort of 
cardigan); the chemise, with its body-skim- 
ming line unbroken from neck to hem; and 
the sexy black, in supple jersey or crepe-de- 
chine (street length) for evening. Newest 
shirtwaist worn unbuttoned to waist, over bra 
top slip of dress fabric. 


FABRICS: THE ENGLISH INFLUENCE 
...in the many small checks, chevrons and 
plaids; Scottish tweeds, shetlands, heathers 
(especially in flannels), and thick country 
weaves. Also: double-faced fabrics, in wool 
for coatings, in knits for coordinates. Plus: 
wool challis, plain or printed. 


COLORS: A VAST RANGE 

... from darks to pastels. From them, FI sin- 
gles out: camel, rust, brown, green (starring 
bottle green), teal and burgundy. 


NECKLINE NEWS - 

Classic shirt collars, under V-neck sleeveless 
pulls. But Peter Pans under crew of high-cros- 
sed V-necks look prophetic. Wide, notched la- 
pels on most coats and jackets. 


NOT-TO-BE-MISSED ACCESSORIES 

Hats return...small berets, cloches, larger 
brimmed felts... for the first time in years, 
the veil... no costume is complete without a 
hat. Bags are important: newest is the enve- 
lope, in leather or satin, often combining two 
colors. Stockings: often in smoky tones 
...new in mesh. Belts: mostly narrow, often 
braided; gold chains or colored leathers. 
Scarves: two or more woolen ones of unrela- 
ted colors tied together to go under coat col- 
lar, then hang to mid-thigh: solid or print silk 
ascots tucked into necklines of all daytime 
clothes. Shoes: pumps with single instep strap 
and very thick high heels; below-knee boots in 
suede or calf; clodhoppers for the young miss. 








What To See on the Accessory Scene in 
French Boutiques, Summer ‘73 


Necklaces. Large stones in tender colors of 
yellow, rose, sky blue and sea green. Dog 
collars of lavender, coral or shiny discs .. . 
large smoky pearls, and multi-strands of en- 
amel, hand-painted in pervenche blue prim- 
itive designs. Necklaces mix ivory and light or 
dark wood. Grey or white pearls. Small 
sculpture pendants in steel, silver or gold, 
hung from chains. 


Bracelets. Large, transparent, multi-color plas- 
tic .. . leather with gold closings . . . braided 
wicker ... silver. 


Watch bands... in fantasy designs, important 
steel bands, silver chains, or enamel. Cases in 
wood, gold studded, shell or ivory. 


Leathergoods. 

Convertible shoulderstrap for leather, and 
leather with linen, handbags. Dufflebags, car- 
ryalls, envelopes big enough to house a 
notebook . . . small travel bags, mon- 
ogrammed ... Plastics improve to look more 
like leather, which continues to rise in price.
